on park district shall make or di- 
rect any change in the existing 
parks of said district without prior 
approval by a vote of a majority 
of the members of the board." 


It also specified that no membei 


of the board should spend more 
than $100 without prior consent of 
the board, or that no board mem- 
ber can incur an obligation in ex- 
cess of $50 without prior consent.

Six Tips on How to Save 
When Building a Home 


The total costs of building a new 


home can be reduced considerably, 
without taking away any of its 
beauty and livability, if an owner 
observes a few basic rules of econ-

says the Construction Re- 


search Bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. 


Here, are six tips on how to save 


money when you build a home, 
suggested by the Bureau: Shop 
around for the lowest rate of in- 
terest you can find on your mort- 
gage money. A loan of 510,000 for 
20 years at five per cent, for in- 
stance, will cost $66 a month for 
interest and 
amortization. 
The 


same loan at four and a half per 
cent would cost 563.27 a month. 
Over the life of the mortgage, that 
half per cent difference in rate 
would save you a total of $655.20 
in interest charges. 


Pay off fast. The quicker you 


pay back ?. loan, the less it costs. 
If you repay a S10,000 loan at five 
per cent in 15 years instead of 20 
years, the monthly payment wrould 
he S79.08 instead of S66. But by 
paying that additional 513.08 every 
month you would save 51,605.60 
and clear your indebtedness five 
years earlier. If you make month- 
ly payments of 5106.07 you can 
pay off your mortgage loan in 10 
years instead of 20 and save 53,- 
111.60 in interest charges. 


Make big; first payment. The 


la.rger you make your initial pay- 
ment the smaller your monthly 
payments and interest

will be. For example, if you a.re 
able to get by with borrowing 
only SS.OOO instead of S10.000 at 
five per cent, your monthly pay- 
ment drops from $66 to S52.80, and

labor is one of your most costly 
building expenses. You don't have 
to interfere wthi jobs that only 
your architect and contractor can 
handle. But you can paint or panel 
your own interior walls. 


Eliminate and postpone. A home 


builder can make quick savings by 
cutting down initial requirements 
in finished space, leaving ample 
room for expansion, and by com- 
pleting only living area to meet 
the family's immediate needs. Cut 
out that extra breakfast room 10 
feet square and you save 51,500 or 
so. Put off building a sun porch, 
or postpone finishing the attic, a 
second bath, and your basement 
for ' a few years, ' adding these 
features as your family grows, or 
after your first financial outlay is 
over.

We have mentioned several times in the past the ex- 


tensive restoration of the Abraham Lincoln home in 
Springfield. The latest issue of the "Journal of the Illi- 
nois State Historical Society" carries a rather detailed 
account of the work and planning 
which have gone into the pioject. 


We have tried to select from it 


passages which illustrate the atten- 
tion to minute detail which those who 
worked on the restoration lavished on 
the job. 


From the aiticle, "Wh?i a Pleasant

ment of Conservation: 


"In (a) drawing of the Lincoln house in 1839 it will 


be seen that theie is no sidewalk. It was not until 1853 
that Lincoln, Charles Arnold, sheriff and next neighbor 
to the south, and others petitioned the city council -pray- 
ing that certain sidewalks on the East side of Eighth 
street between Cook and Adams stieets be graded and 
paved or planked as in said petition specified.' The brick 
front wall was not built until 1S50, and brick side wall 
and fence date from 1S35. In the rear the woodshed and 
privy were the only 'other appurtenances of said lot' 
which Ludlum uo whom Lincoln rented the house while 
he went to Congress) rented m 1S47. A carriage house 
would have been a lusury for the Lmcolns at that time, 
and in the one extant photograph (1865) which shows it 
well the carriage house is of better and probably later 
construction than the woodshed it adjoined.1' 


"A study of the furniture which belonged to 


the Lincolns in Springfield makes possible a gen- 
eral picture of the styles and kind* of furniutre 
which they used. 
Like the architecture of the 


Home itself, the furniture represents a transi- 
tion—in this rase from the earlier solid and mas- 
sive Empire pieces to the more graceful early 
Victorian. This is quite evident from the Leslie's 
sketches (drawings made for the magazine in 
1861). The parlor, the 'show' room of the house 
then as now, would have exhibited these changes 
earliest, as the first new pieces were purchased 
lor it. When the house was enlarged in 1856 there 
must have been e;vtenshe buying of new pieces 
for the new rooms and a readjustment of the 
furnishings of the entire house. 
In accordance 


with such thinking older furniture has been re- 
tired upstairs and the newest pieces set up in the 
parlor and sitting room. 
The maid's room at 


the. rear has been furnished with the oldest things 
In the house, while the furniture becomes progres- 


sively more imprevshe a* otw reaches the front 
of the house and goes do%vn«*tair«."

"For 
lighting the Lincolns must chiefly have used 


candles, for they bough; more than four pounds of Star 
candles from C. M. & S. Smith every month during 1?59. 
They had some lamps, bought from Irwm & Co. in 1S44, 
and the kitchen may ha\'e rendered enough animal fat 
for several Betty lamps for use in the rear of the house. 
However, as yet no lamp has been found well authenti- 
cated as having belonged to the Lincolns, and the Les- 
lie's sketches show only girandole candelabra on the man- 
tels.

There is, 
rather, a disturbance m the action 
of the intestines and medical treat- 
ment rather than surgery is what 
is necessary.

Also, it is advisable to find 
out whether someone with spastic 
colon has anything wrong with his 
or her glands of internal secretion. 


Ceitain drugs may be helpful.

spite of the distress which it causes.

Strawberries 


Stia-wbemes aie in lull season. 


Hope they continue for even longer. 
Imagine a lot of you have been 
freezing them. Sometimes when 
you come to the end of the season, 
and they are smaller, not so well 
developed, you can freeze straw- 
berry puree. It is prepared by 
pressing the berries through a 
sieve after removing the hulls and 
washing quickly. Pack with sugar, 
using 1 cup to I1 
2 quarts or 3 


pounds of puree. Mix well before 
packing into containers and pack 
as other berries leaving a good 
head space for the expansion that 
comes when freezing takes place. 


Freezing strawberry juice is also 


a good way to use bei nes that are 
too small or soft for freezing in 
other ways 
Fully ripe berries 


make fine JUICE. Crush these ber- 
ries and put through a cheesecloth 
or jelly bag to extract the juice. 
Sweeten to taste and pack.
